SUBSIDIES, declares Fran ic G annett, 
new spaper publisher, in a letter ju st sent 
to all members of Congress, as well as 
••rollbacks," and Incentive paym ents, are 
only a delusion.

were added by price increases.

more, subsidy dollars add to the national

Few will contradict his 
assertion th a t prices have risen nearly a 
third in the last two years, which m eans 
th a t inflation Is not only on our doorstep 
but is "already in our house**; and, as he 
says, inflation, unchecked, leads to ru in a­ 
tion.

THE NECESSITY for adequate support 
and strengthening of the essential civilian 
economy has been stressed by the plight of 
the laundry business. 
It has been experi­ 
encing a m ost trying time, more so, per­ 
haps. than m ost, as has been discovered 
by 
m any 
households, 
boarding 
houses, 
restaurants, barber shops, bakeries and tex­ 
tile mills, 
Shirts, underwear, towels, table 
linen, kitchen linen, bed linen, have all 
been coming in late, sometimes weeks after 
collection. Lately, It Is good to note, there 
has been an im provem ent In the local sit­ 
uation, laundries having m anaged to catch 
up considerably. 
To m eet this situation, which has ob­ 
tained generally all over the country, house­ 
wives who have home laundry facilities 
are washing their own dirty linen, inci­ 
dentally using up more soap in so doing, 
and using up strength also which they need 
for w hat they are doing In the w ar pro­ 
gram . 
Men and women have been buying 
addltloal work clothes and linen at the 
•tores. So have all kinds of business estab­ 
lishm ents. 
8 0 have factory workers. 
This 
ex tra dem and has been passed on to the 
garm ent factories and the textile mills, 
thus showing how any weakening of the 
essential civilian economy extends into the 


war effort. 
Possibilities of an epidemic 
should sterilized towels and the like become 
scarcer Is another angle of a bad situation 
Now, w hat Is the cause of all this? The 
Cincinnati Ttmes-Star points to the answer, 
saying that, as usual, it is "governm ent 
planning of the dum b sort th a t seems to go 
with a New Deal m ortarboard. 
To the 
W ashington 
highbrows,'* 
it 
adds, 
"the 
laundry business is just a m oney-m aking 
m atter, not an essential industry 
Three 
alphabetical agencies nave denied it the 
right to buy m achinery, to hold Its skilled 
workers, to make prom pt collections and 
deliveries. 
As a result, things have begun 
to go wrong in a num ber of unexpected, 
places ” 
The situation Is one th a t should never 
have been allowed to develop and the fact 
th a t It has only em phasizes the contention 
of those who have been contending th a t a 
most im portant phase of the war program 
is the m aintenance of an adequate civilian 
economy. 


The Petriilo* and 
The G overnm ent 


A YEAR HAS PASSED since Jam es C. 
Petriilo, arrogant head of the m usicians’ 
union, ordered the abolition of the tran s­ 
cription and juke box business. 
When the 
action was ordered, most Americans treated 
it as a joke. 
The Petriilo position was almost naive 
— to elim inate recording m achines from 
every small restau ran t and prevent radio 
stations from obtaining transcriptions and 
thus force them to install musicians.

"E xplaining” 
The Jap 


WHAT accounts for the overbearing, 
bullying conduct on the p art of the Ja p ­ 
anese soldier, so frequently reported In dis­ 
patches? 
Prof. John F Embree, a C ana­ 
dian anthropologist, says It Is due to a 
severe em otional shock which most of the 
Japs receive while they are still babies. 
Japanese m others give each baby all 
their attention until the next one arrives. 
The Infant nurses at any tim e it wishes 
and lf it sees anything it wants, it can 
have it simply by putting up a howl T hat 
works fine for the tim e being, says the pro­ 
fessor, but when th e next baby arrives, the 
first is placed in less te n d e r-care. 
F re­ 
quent tantrum s of tem per follow. 
This 
sudden shift in the status of m otherly a f­ 
fection, explains the professor, creates an 
early sense of insecurity which in turn 
produces an adult who is never sure of 
himself and who, through com pensation, 
may become alm ost a paranoiac. The m an­ 
ifestation is frequently desire for assassi­ 
nation or suicide. 
Professor Embree sees Jap an as es­ 
sentially a nation of peasant culture which 
has undertaken the engrafting of the m a­ 
terial side of western culture without com ­ 
pensating m ental and spiritual attitudes of 
the West. 
The result is an incongruous 
m ixture which plays hob with the Japanese 
as an individual. 
Maybe so. 
But must persons will con­ 
tinue to regard the Jap as a yellow ra t 
who couldn't be anything except w hat he 
is because he was bom th a t way.

The Functions 
Of AMGOT 
From the Pittsburgh Free* 


Much depends on the Allied Mili­ 
tary Government of Occupied Ter­ 
ritory, 
whose 
first 
branch 
has 
started to operate in Southeastern 
Sicily. 
AMGOT. as it is called, 
can advance or retard military vic­ 
tory. 
It can help create conditions 
for a just and lasting peace, or it 
can multiply the obstacles. Though 
its function is civil administration, 
as the only Allied agency in direct 
contact with the liberated popula­ 
tions, its Influence for good or ill 
is beyond measure, 
Fortunately 
the 
London 
and 
Washington governments, foresee­ 
ing the Importance of this delicate 
function, left nothing to chance. 
Long ago they began training ma­ 
ture civil administrators 
of 
all 
kinds, with special emphasis on 
the area to which these officers 
were to be sent. 
So Major Oen. 
Lord Rennel of Rodd, the widely ex­ 
perienced Briton heading AMGOT 
In Sicily, and his American deputy, 
Brig. Gen. Frank J. McSherry, have 
an expert staff of civil affairs of­ 
ficers to start with. 
Of course their number will be 
very small compared with the horde 
of native municipal and state of­ 
ficials used 
The problem Is to 
utilize existing local agencies and 
personnel of * government to the 
largest extent possible, and at the 
same 
lime 
to break 
completely 
Fascist control and Influence. That 
is hard because, under a dictator­ 
ship, virtually all offices are held 
by party members. Though AMOOT 
rules out “active" Fascists, "local 
officials will be kept in office on 
the basis of co-operation, perform­ 
ance and good behavior.” 
By protecting freedom of wor­ 
ship, and free press and free speech 
within the limits of military neces­ 
sity, by abolishing race discrimi­ 
nation laws, by providing equal 
justce, by serving as liberator rather 
than as conqueror, AM (KTF may 
win the hearts and minds of the 
people as our armed forces won the 
military battles.

The coal strike has entered a new 
phase. Mr. John L. Lewis, for his 
miners' union, has negotiated a 
contract with one group of mine 
owners, the Illinois group. The con­ 
tract cannot take effect until ap­ 
proved by 
th e 
War Labor Board. 
If the board ap­ 
proves, then, pre­ 
sumably, the other 
mine owners will 
be willing to make 
the same contract. 
Everything de­ 
pends on whether 
the Labor Board 
approves the new 
jeha u l*wie 
contract. If It does 
approve, Mr. Lewis wins, and wins 
big. He gets for his miners an in­ 
crease of pay as large as he ever 
hoped for. The Increase Is from 
$45.50 a week to $63 50. < Based in 
both cases on a six-day week.; 
Even more than la money, Mr. 
Lewis wins in prestige. He makes his 
defiance of the War Labor Board 
stick—he continues to defy and he 
gets away with it. The Labor Board 
indeed is left In a rather humiliating 
position. The board some weeks ago 
directed Mr. Lewis to sign a differ­ 
ent contract. Tile contract which the 
Labor Board directed Mr. Lewis to 
sign was one stipulated by the board 
itself—not one arrived at by nego­ 
tiation between Mr. Lewis and the 
mine owners. That Labor Board 
contract, Mr. Lewis said he would 
not sign—and he has not signed. He 
said it flauntingly—and he continues 
to flaunt. 


Original Demands Exceeded 


Further, by 
the 
cob tract, Mr. 
Lewis has now negotiated with the 
mine owners, he gets money which 
the War Labor Board said he should 
not have. Part of the increase in 
pay Mr. Lewis gets is $105 a day as 
“portal - to - portal pay" —- meaning 
pay for the time spent by the miners 
in going from the mouth of the mine 
to the coal vein, called by the Labor 
Board "travel time.” This portal-to- 
portal pay, the Labor Boe rd said it 
would not grant. The board said 
that the portal-to-portal pay was a 
mere subterfuge for an ordinary 
genera] wage Increase—which, the 
board said, Mr. Lewis was not en­ 
titled to. Virtuously the board de­ 
clared : 


"Having found that the facts 
do not justify a general wage 
increase . . . the board does not 
propose to circumvent . . . by 
granting a general wage Increase 
indirectly 
or 
by 
subterfuge 
under the guise of portal-to-por- 
tal pay.” 


True, the Labor Board left Itself 
an "out.’* It said there was a pos­ 
sibility Mr Lewis might be able to 
get portal-to-portal pay by a law­ 
suit against the mine owners, under 
a statute not bearing on the Labor 
Board’s 
decision, 
the 
wage-hour 
statute. 
This "out” may now save the 
Labor Board's face. The board may 
say that the portal-to-porta I pay 
granted In the new contract between 
Mr Lewis and the mine owners, is 
in lieu of a lawsuit, a kind of settle­ 
ment out of court—indeed the ne*' 
contract so describes it. 
• 
Way Out Needed 


Some kind of "out” the board 
needs, plainly and painfully. For the 
board must pass on the new contract 
between Mr. Lewis and the mine 
owners. It has strong motives for 
wishing to approve- in order to end 
a headache for itself and for the 
President. It would save the presi­ 
dent from part of his trouble with 
Hr. Lewis—save him from trying to 


put compulsion on a man he finds 
he cannot compel. 
On the other hand, lf the board 
approves the new contract, it yields 
what It said it never would yield, 
puts In peril its whole policy, per­ 
haps its very existence. By approv­ 
ing, the Labor Board would break 
a ceiling it set up over wages in all 
industry, the so-called "Little Steel” 
formula. This celling declares there 
must be no Increase In wage rates 
in any industry higher than fifteen 
per cent above the level of January 
I, 1941. And the board, in Its pre­ 
vious decision, said the coal miners 
were already getting slightly higher 
than the celling. By approving the 
new contract the board would grant 
Mr. Lewis—under the name of por- 
tal-to-portal pay and other names— 
an increase carrying mine wages far 
above th* Labor Board’s ceiling. The 
ceiling could hardly last a day. For 
other labor leaders, seeing the board 
yield to Mr. Lewis, would at once 
make similar demands 


Inflation Affected 


To th* same effect, th* board, if 
it approves the new contract, would 
yield In tile fight against Inflation, 
and high cost of living. For an addi­ 
tion to the cost of mining coal is an 
addition—whether it be called an 
increase in wage rates or portal-to- 
portal pay. Coal would cost more to 
the consumer—indeed the new con­ 
tract stipulates that it will not take 
effect until and unless the Office of 
Price Administration permit* an in­ 
crease in the price of coal to the 
consumer. Moreover farm leaders, 
watching jealousy any concession 
the administration makes to labor 
leaders, would at once demand high­ 
er prices fo rcrops, for food. 
Obviously, many Important mut­ 
ters depend on whether the War 
Labor Board approves the contract 
Mr. Lewis has made with the mine 
owners. 
A Correcting 
Influence

From sources rather close to the 
White House come the anticipated 
attacks on Congress, which is now 
taking a summer recess after nearly 
three years of continuous sessions.

cies; it has begun to recapture from 
the executive powers which should 
never have been delegated to it; It 
is "no longer a party to rubber­ 
stamp legislation,” and it has “re­ 
gained the confidence of the Ameri­ 
can people ” 
By am* large, these claims of 
credit due Congress cannot be dis­ 
puted. 
It has not shown courage 
and foresight In every matter which 
has come before it; but its batting 
and fielding averages—what it put 
through and what it checkmated— 
are both quite good 
In a word, the 
emergence of an Independent-mind­ 
ed Congress, after years ol subser­ 
vience to the White House, has act­ 
ed a* a bracer to American political 
life and, to a degree, as a restrain­ 
ing and correcting Influence on both 
the excesses and futilRies of admin­ 
istration trend*.

if Hitler’s government Is overthrown 
and the first overtures for peace 
are made by a new German govern­ 
ment. 
It may well be that Britain and 
America are content for the moment 
to let the dispatches from Moscow 
create the impression that as the 
war proceeds the German people 
may have to make a choice between 
surrender to Stalin or to the British- 
American mechanism for occupying 
Germany and holding it during the 
transition period that must precede 
the making of peace. If the German 
conservatives who have for many 
years lived in mortal terror of com­ 
munism insist on clinging to Htiler 
and prolonging the war, they may 
find a Red army marching Into Ber­ 
lin and dictating the Internal ad­ 
ministration of Germany for a long 
time. 
It is conceivable that Britain and 
America are quite willing to let the 
effects of Moscow’s newly announ­ 
ced activity sink in, for Inevitably 
there must be a considerable churn­ 
ing of all these contingencies among 
German leaders as the turn of the 
tide in the war approaches. 


Rome Raid Repercussion* 


There is another front on which 
psychological warfare takes on new 
Importance. It is in relation to the 
internal situation in Italy, It can 
well be Imagined that the bombing 
of Rome was decided upon only after 
weighing all the pros and cons of 
the effects that might arise from 
such a bold step. There can be no 
denying that the Pope’s protest and 
plea against further bombings was 
anticipated. It means a worldwide 
discussion of the dilemma in which 
the Allies find themselves as Musso­ 
lini 
hides 
his military 
arsenals 
under the shadow of sacred shrines 
and cultural monuments. 
Even now it is doubtful whether. 
Mussolini will wish to declare Rome 
an “open city" because this would 
mean the shutting up of vital mili­ 
tary plants located In Rome. The 
Italian dictator will count on the 
strength of the Popes protest to 
keep the Allied airplanes away from 
Rome. Meanwhile, the Allies will be 
compelled to make more raids In or­ 
der to impress the Italian people 
that they should demand the neu­ 
tralization of Rome. It cannot be 
overlooked that the Allies are thus 
bent on achieving for themselves a 
military advantage bv forcing the 
Italians virtually to abandon their 
military installations in Rome. 


Air Power Dramatisation 


The fact is that neither the Nazis 
nor Hie Italian Fascists have been 
considerate of cultural objects in 
bombing Britain but there Is an old 
saying that two wrongs do not make 
a single right. If the Allies could 
not survive except by destroying 
cultural objects by means of air 
bombings, history might be more 
lenient but it is evident that the 
raids on Rome were undertaken with 
the avowed objective of dramatizing 
Allied war power and precipitating 
the very debates and discussions in­ 
side Rome that are going on today. 
This means that tile penetration of 
the morale of the Italian people has 
begun and if Italy surrenders many 
hundreds of thousands of lives will 
be saved. 
As for the effect throughout the 
Catholic world It may be said that 
the Allied cause will not be mater­ 
ially Improved and may even be 
damaged among the nations of the 
world, especially those which are 
not active participants or who can­ 
not perceive the immediate objec­ 
tives of a strategic nature Involved 
in the decision to bomb Rome. 
While the Vatican itself has not 
been touched and care will be taken 
in the future to avoid damage to the 
religious shrines of Rome it may be 
taken for granted that In these days 
of 
indiscriminate 
attack, 
with 
weather changes making targets 
sometimes difficult to discern, the 
risks in raiding Rome, if continued, 
may prove to be greater than the 
military gains. 


Bombing Expected 


It can be taken for granted that 
the bombing of military objectives 
in Rome is no surprise to the Pope. 
It will be recalled that Archbishop 
Spellman made a special trip to 
visit His Holiness a few weeks ago 
and it is plausible to assume that 
the Pope was advised that unless 
Mussolini declared Rome an open 
city the exigencies of military com­ 
bat would require the intensified as­ 
sault to put out of commission the 
sources from which the Italian gov­ 
ernment has beeA supplying the ex­ 
plosives and bullets with which to 
kill or maim American and Cana­ 
dian and British and French troops 
now advancing in Sicily toward the 
Italian mainland. 
It will be interesting to see how 
this latest phase of psychological 
combat turns out, for It may In­ 
fluence the course of the Allies in 
subsequent military steps in Central
